The Board of Education present the following report of 
the schoois for the past year. During the year we employed 
nive different teachers, having seven terms in spring, and seven 
during the fall. 

Five of our teachers were experienced and four were be- 
ginners. Each division had seven weeks in spring and ten 
during the fall, except Sanborn Hill division, which had eleven 
in fall. Two weeks more are due this division on account of a 
short term one year ago. 

Our teachers as a whole will compare very favorably with 
the teachers of the past two years. While we have had some 
excellent teachers, we have had no poor’ ones; as far as our 
observation goes. The teachers tried hard to benefit their 
scholars. As it is impossible to please all, we simply used our 
own judgement in the selection of teachers. 
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Our school-houses are in a more comfortable condition at 
present than they have been for several years. | Owing to the 
inclemency of the weather after the fall term closed, the new 
house was not painted and others repairs that were contem- 
plated were necessarily postponed. 

Schooling has been provided for one pupil in Grafton and 
for Boyce’s and Colby’s pupils in Sunapee. We have also 
schooled two scholars from Croydon, part of the time. 

The statistical table will show that we have had some 
small schools; we have also paid considerable for conveyance. 
As our scholars are somewhat scattered, we can see no other 
way to do at present. 

Some advocate seliing some of our school-houses, and we 
have been advised to insert an article in the warrent to that ef- 
fect. It behooves all persons living in divisions where there 
are unoccupied houses to be present at the next school meet- 
ing and say whether they are willing to have their school-house 
sold, or whether they prefer to wait and trust to Providence to 
fill them. 

We think the scholars have made very good improvement. 
The large number on the Roll of Honor is certainly a good 
showing. We hope that as much money will be raised for 
schools, as there has been for the last two years ; but on account 
of the depressed state of money and business at present, we can- 
not expect much of an increase. Thanking all for courtesies 
received, we close these remarks. |
